A  new  North  feels  miles  away  for  most  students  at  this  point.The 
idea  of  having  a  new  North  has  been  floating  around  for  years.  "When 
I  was  in  elementary  school,  I  heard  that  there  was  going  to  be  a  new 
school,"  said  sophomore  Becca  Greenstein.  That  was  over  five  years 
ago  and  the  hopes  of  having  a  new  school  are  disappearing  back  into 
the  clouds. Although  the  city  was  able  to  get  state  funding  for  the  proj- 
ect and  the  plans  have  been  made,  designed  and  re-drawn  again,  the 
fate  of  a  new  Newton  North  is  unknown. 

When  the  idea  of  building  a  new  building  was  first  considered,  stu- 
dents were  told  that  after  they  started  high  school  they  would  be 
transferred  to  different  schools  as  the  construction  started.This  caused 
panic  over  the  student  body.  Parents  started  to  look  at  private  schools 
rather  then  considering  Newton  North.  Most  parents  took  the  risk 
and  let  their  children  go  to  NNHS,  expecting  that  in  the  middle  of 


their  children's  high  school  experience  they  would  have  to  start  over 
in  a  new  school. Years  passed  and  there  is  still  no  school.  After  much 
anticipation,  there  is  now  a  possibility  that  the  school  may  not  be  built. 
The  future  of  North  will  be  voted  on  in  January  2007. 

Most  middle  school  students  who  first  heard  that  the  school  was 
going  to  be  rebuilt  thought  that  this  would  ruin  their  high  school  expe- 
rience.The  more  students  became  familiar  with  the  existing  school,  the 
more  they  were  in  favor  of  a  new  school  building.  Although  the  exist- 
ing building  is  only  30  years  old,  it  has  mildew  growing  everywhere, 
windows  that  don't  open,  air  conditioners  and  heat  that  work  on  the 
wrong  days,  a  crumbling  stadium,  and  leaking  pipes.  Most  people  in 
the  building  feel  that  this  environment  is  not  fit  for  growing  teenagers.

So  what  can  students  do  to  stay  on  top  of  things?  Being  organized  is  a 
must.This  is  not  the  time  to  procrastinate.

Every  year,  Club  Day  is  held  in  the  fall  and  every  year 
pandemonium  ensues.  Not  only  is  it  a  chance  for  officers 
to  advertise  their  clubs  and  recruit  new  members,  but  it  is 
also  a  chance  for  new  students  to  see  the  many  opportuni- 
ties that  are  available  at  the  school. 

Newton  North  stands  out  from  many  high  schools  nationwide  because  of  the 
large  variety  of  extracurricular  activities  offered  here. The  quickest  and  surest  way 
to  find  an  interesting  club  to  get  involved  in  is  by  attending  Club  Day,  which  this 
year  was  held  on  October  5, 2006.

Senior  Michael  Brown  shows 
off  the  poster  he  made  for  the  Nicaragua 
Club,  which  takes  students  to  Nicaragua  to 
work  on  community  service  projects  and  to 
improve  their  Spanish.  Environmental  Club 
members  senior  Elena  Swartz,  sophomore 
Daniel  Piccirillo  and  seniors  Lyuda  Koval- 
chuke  and  Fanny  Wu  wear  matching  green 
shirts  to  promote  their  message  of  recycling 
and  other  practices  that  slow  pollution  and 
are  good  for  the  environment. 
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Learning  to  drive  is  an  exciting  high  school  milestone,  but  driving  to 
school  is  not  always  as  convenient  as  it  sounds.  Parking  at  the  school 
is  never  easy.  Senior  Lauren  Eng.  who  was  able  to  find  a  parking  space 
around  7:30  a.m.  after  last  year's  seniors  had  left,  discovered  that  it's  not 
so  easy  while  everyone  is  still  in  school.  "Now  I  walk  to  school  because 
I  can  get  up  later  than  if  I  took  my  car,"  she  said.  "It's  kind  of  funny, 
because  as  I'm  getting  up  in  the  morning  most  of  my  friends  are  already 
at  school  because  they  had  to  drive." 

How  early  do  kids  really  get  up  to  get  a  good  place?  "For  Hull  Street," 
said  senior  Abby  Lokshin, "you're  bound  to  find  it  already  half  full  by  6:45, 
but  the  Strip  is  pretty  much  empty  until  a  little  before  seven."  Abby  gets 
to  the  Strip  around  6:50  each  morning  to  be  sure  to  find  a  spot. 

Besides  Hull  Street  and  the  Strip,  there  is  not  much  more  available 
parking.  Some  students  have  parking  permits  and  are  guaranteed  spots 
in  the  third  parking  lot  off  Walnut  Street,  but  these  spots  are  expensive. 
Most  students  decide  they  are  not  worth  $180  per  semester  unless 
they  plan  on  driving  to  school  every  day.  Nearly  all  the  surrounding  back 


streets  are  only  available  for  a  few  hours  at  a  time.  Said  senior  Janine 
Bradley,  "The  parking  situation  here  sucks.  In  order  to  get  a  decent 
space,  you  have  to  be  here  at  6:50  in  the  morning.  It  doesn't  help  that 
there  are  a  good  number  of  teachers  that  park  on  Hull  or  the  Strip  for 
no  reason  when  they  already  have  their  own  places  to  park  where  we 
are  not  allowed." 

Despite  all  this,  there  is  a  large  appeal  in  driving  to  school.  If  you  have 
a  lunch  block  free,  you  can  go  out  to  lunch  or  go  home  and  sleep.  You 
can  run  errands  after  school,  and  it  is  a  lot  more  convenient  in  the  after- 
noon to  drive  home  rather  than  to  walk  or  to  wait  for  the  bus.  But,  as 
senior  Will  Anderson  said,  "Getting  to  school  more  than  an  hour  before 
it  starts  is  ridiculous." 

Many  students  feel  that  something  must  be  changed,  but  have  not 
been  able  to  come  up  with  a  solution  that  meets  all  of  the  many  demands. 
Said  senior  Mike  Greene,  "Waking  up  at  6  a.m.  to  arrive  before  6:55  is 
a  real  hassle,  but  having  a  close  spot  after  school  each  day  is  worth  it  in 
my  mind.  Something  needs  to  change,  however."  Unfortunately,  for  the 
time  being  students  will  have  to  compromise  sleep  for  convenience  if 
they  plan  on  bringing  a  car  to  school.

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k     ...English  and  Literature 

English  class  in  high  school  becomes  more  than  reading  comprehen- 
sion and  grammar  review.  It's  about  reading  between  the  lines  and  taking 
more  away  from  literature  than  we  have  in  previous  years.  Teacher  Peter 
Goddard  says,  "we  can  become  better  people  as  a  whole  from  becoming 
better  readers. The  study  of  literature  is  the  study  of  the  human  heart." 

Each  class  discussion  is  another  missing  piece  in  the  puzzle  of  under- 
standing a  human  and  their  relationship  to  themselves,  another  human,  and 
to  nature.  Characters  like  Holden  Caufield  in  Catcher  in  the  Rye,  by  J.D.  Salin- 
ger, teach  us  that  life  is  not  as  easy  as  it  is  seems.  Jane  Eyre,  by  Charlotte 
Bronte,  is  a  classic  example  of  a  woman  and  her  role  in  society.  Huckleberry  Finn, 
by  Mark  Twain,  gives  us  a  satiric  insight  into  serious  conflicts  of  the  nineteenth 
century. 

Upon  completion,  students  at  Newton  North  come  away  with  a  sense  of 
understanding,  because  the  teachers  here  transform  novels  into  conversations 
and  debates  that  are  applicable  in  everyday  life.  By  facilitating  class  discussions 
students  become  intelligent,  educated  and  ready  to  see  things  through 
different  perspectives.

Here  at  Newton  North  we  have  a  unique  system  for  math  classes.  In  essence, 
it  is  a  flow  chart,  where  you  can  move  fluid ly  through  levels  of  difficulty  over  the  years, 
while  still  covering  relatively  the  same  material.  Classes  include  very  basic  math,  starting 
with  pre-algebra  and  end  with  AP  Calculus  BC,  the  equivalent  of  calculus  2  in  college. 
The  SIMMS  option  for  math  is  more  hands-on,  and  still  teaches  approximately  the  same 
curriculum  through  a  different  approach.  If  there  were  any  doubt  that  the  system  of  inte- 
grated mathematics  wasn't  the  right  way  to  teach  math,  it  has  been  proven  over  the  years 
that  Newton  North  students  place  in  high  percentiles  on  the  math  section  of  the  SATs. 

This  year,  room  233  has  become  a  new  and  improved  math  and  science  lab, 
staffed  almost  every  block  with  teachers  willing  to  lend  assistance  to  students  in  search  of 
homework  help  or  retaking  a  test.  "Teachers  at  the  math  lab  are  really  helpful.  One  time  I 
was  there,  they  didn't  have  the  textbook  I  needed  so  the  teacher  went  to  his  office  and 
got  it  for  me,"  says  junior  Natalie  Sauerwald.

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Like  they  say,  history  repeats  itself.  For  Newton  North  students,  however, 
this  is  not  necessarily  a  bad  thing.  Starting  with  world  history  and  ending  junior 
year  with  United  States  history,  students  are  challenged  to  question  where 
human  nature  has  taken  us  throughout  the  centuries.  The  junior 
thesis,  while  it  is  feared  by  underclassmen,  is  something  that  really 
expresses  the  diversity  and  opportunity  of  study  in  this  school. 
For  starters,  after  the  dreaded  paper  is  over,  "you  feel  so 
accomplished,  and  really  proud  of  yourself,"  says  senior 
Lilly  Li.  "You're  just  like, 'wow,  I  did  this  all  by  myself. 
And  that's  a  lot  of  work!'"  The  thesis  also  allows 
each  student  to  decide  his  or  her  subject  of 
study.  From  changes  in  politics  to  socio- 
economic connections  to  the  fashions 
of  the  times,  the  thesis  captures  each 
person's  interests  and  enthusiasm.

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Science  classes  at  Newton  North  give  stu- 
dents a  wide  array  of  perspectives  on  the 
subjects.  By  requiring  physics,  biology,  and  chem- 
istry, the  department  covers  all  the  basics  of  a 
science  education.  "I  really  feel  like  we  learn  a 
lot  by  taking  all  these  different  classes,"  said 
sophomore  Anna  Dukhovich.  Last  year,  the 
department  switched  the  tenth  and  eleventh 
grade  science  classes.  Now,  the  sophomores  are 
required  to  take  chemistry,  and  the  juniors  take 
biology.  The  recent  change  in  the  curriculum 
has  almost  been  completed,  resulting  in  a  new, 
more  comprehensive  educational  system. 

"I  can't  wait  until  I'm  a  senior  and  get  to  pick 
my  classes,"  said  freshman  Connors  Robinson. 
The  enticement  of  elective  science  classes  keeps 
students  interested  in  taking  a  science  past  junior 
year.  Some  of  the  elective  classes  are  astronomy, 
anatomy  and  physiology,  and  environmental  field 
studies.  There  are  many  other  choices  besides 
the  electives.  Biology,  physics,  chemistry,  and  TA- 
ing  are  popular  senior  options.

In 
fact,  on  average,  more  than  one  tenth  of  the  student 
body  is  enrolled  in  an  art  class  during  any  given  semes- 
ter. What  makes  the  classes  so  great?  "I  love  getting 
to  be  creative  and  not  having  to  worry  about  follow- 
ing rubrics  or  getting  good  grades,"  said  senior  Erica 
Horowitz.  "It's  just  not  an  experience  you  can  get  in 
any  other  class." 

With  recent  budget  cuts,  the  program  was  put  in 
jeopardy,  but  the  teachers  rallied  to  conserve  money 
by  using  lower-cost  materials.  Students  say  they  notice 
the  changes,  but  they  do  not  make  a  big  difference  in 
the  quality  of  the  classes. "Sometimes  teachers  tell  us 
to  try  and  fit  multiple  sketches  on  one  piece  of  paper 
or  things  like  that,  but  I  would  do  that  anyway  because 
I  like  saving  trees,"  said  freshman  John  Anderson. 

Students  create  portfolios  of  work  that  they  com- 
plete throughout  the  year.  Seniors  often  choose  to 


send  some  of  these  works  to  colleges,  particularly  if 
they  are  applying  to  art  schools.  The  comprehensive 
collection  allows  students  to  see  how  their  works 
have  changed  and  to  compare  different  styles  and 
media.

sexual  harassment.  As  an  upperclassman,  students  have  a  choice  in 
what  gym  class  they  take.

In  a  school  community  that's  dedicated 
to  providing  a  diverse  and  comprehensive 
education  and  one  that  is  especially  rich  in 
student  resources,  it  shouldn't  be  surprising 
that  Newton  North  has  such  a  well-devel- 
oped EDCO  program. 

Walking  down  Main  Street,  it  is  not 
uncommon  to  see  any  number  of  students 
conversing  in  sign  language.  Even  outside  of 
the  program,  some  students  have  found  sign 
to  be  a  very  effective  way  to  communicate, 
particularly  when  passing  on  the  latest  pieces 
of  gossips  without  detection. 

The  EDCO  program  goes  far  beyond 
providing  resources  for  classes;  it  also  offers 
courses  on  the  myriad  of  options  available 
to  the  deaf  and  hard  of  hearing.  There  are 
courses  dealing  with  career  options  and 
financial  aid. 

Some  students  who  are  not  hard  of  hear- 
ing opt  to  take  American  Sign  Language  (ASL) 
as  an  elective  or  a  world  language  credit.  "I 
would  highly  recommend  taking  ASL,  sign 
language  opens  up  tremendous  opportunities 
in  communication,"  says  junior  Lydia  Bilosk- 
irka-Conley.  With  EDCO,  Newton  North 
expands  communication  among  students 
using  languages  spoken  both  with  words  and 
with  hands. 


The  Work  Study  program  allows  students  to  assist  the  teacher  of  an  specific  class  and  learn 
more  about  the  subject.The  students  earn  minimum  wage,  and  in  the  case  of  photo  work  study,  the 
participating  students  also  receive  free  photo-related  materials,  such  as  paper  and  film. Work  Study 
students  also  do  not  have  to  pay  a  lab  fee,  which  can  be  as  much  as  75  dollars  and  instead  get  "paid 
to  clean,  help  out  in  classes  and  eat  food"  says  senior  Ina  Alekseyev. 

The  photo  work  study  program  is  supervised  by  photo  teacher  Ron  Morris. The  responsibility 
of  work  study  students  is  "to  keep  the  photo  lab  up  and  running,"  says  sophomore  Nolan  Gargas. 
Generally  work  study  students  pick  up  after  people,  mix  chemicals,  check  the  filters,  tidy  up  the 
photo  room,  and  give  help  to  people  working  in  the  dark  room. 

Along  with  getting  free  equipment,  work  study  is  an  opportunity  for  students  to  learn  more 
about  the  elective  they've  chosen.  Sophomore  Kristof  Janezic  says  he  participates  "in  case  I  take  it 
up  as  a  personal  hobby  later  in  life  I  can  be  more  familiar  with  some  of  the  basic  skills."  Along  with 
giving  students  a  chance  to  learn  basic  skills,  Work  Study  is  one  of  the  only  classes  at  North  that 
gives  students  the  opportunity  to  learn  about  some  of  the  technical  aspects  of  photo  they  may  not 
have  otherwise  known,  like  mixing  and  handling  chemicals.

This  Pulitzer  Prize  and  Drama  Critics  Award  winning  play  is 
a  powerful  drama  that  depicts  the  crumbling  lives  of  a  Southern 
family  in  the  mid  50's.

"Cat"  deals 
with  so  many  of  society's  issues  -  the  ones  we  still  don't  like  to  talk 
about,  the  ones  we  avoid  because  they  are  just  too  overwhelming, 
too  painful  and  too  ugly  some  of  these  issues  are  alcoholism,  class, 
race,  gender,  and  sexual  orientation,  and  they  will  always  be  power- 
ful aspects  of  our  lives.  Family  issues,  such  as  sibling  rivalry,  parental 
favoritism,  spousal  interactions,  and  the  difficult  issue  of  death  are 
dealt  with  in  the  play.  Cat  on  a  Hot  Tin  Roof  deals  with  the  fragility  of 
life  and  how  love,  hate,  power,  greed,  and  guilt  affect  the  lives  of  those 
involved. 

Most  importantly,  directing  "Cat"  is  a  goodbye  to  some  of  my  actors 
who  are  seniors. To  Dan,  Lee,  Esther,  Brian,  Jennifer, Tomer  and  Gabe: 
I  would  like  to  take  the  time  to  wish  you  the  best.  To  tell  you  how 
incredibly  talented  you  are. To  tell  you  that  your  remarkable  growth 
and  development  over  the  four  years  was  not  just  as  actors  but  also 
as  human  beings. You  are  all  marvelous  testaments  to  the  human  spirit 
and  to  the  core  values  of  this  institution.  "Hope  sees  the  invisible.

In  Joseph  Kesserling's  Arsenic  and  Old  Lace,  elderly  sisters 
Abby  and  Martha  Brewster  live  in  a  Victorian  house  located  in 
Brooklyn,  New  York,  during  the  early  1 940's.  These  two  women 
have  an  innocently  murderous  hobby  of  putting  old,  lonely  men 
out  of  their  misery  by  poisoning  them  with  arsenic.  Their  40 
year-old  nephew  Teddy  lives  with  them  and  believes  that  he  is 
President  Theodore  Roosevelt.  Teddy  buries  his  aunt's  poison 
victims  under  the  delusion  that  they  died  of  yellow  fever  at 
the  Panama  Canal.  Teddy's  brother  Mortimer,  a  30  year-old 
theater  critic,  lives  with  his  aunts  Abby  and  Martha  as  well.  To 
his  horror,  Mortimer  finds  the  men  that  his  aunts  poisoned 
buried  in  the  basement.  He  struggles  to  hide  the  bodies  from 
all  visitors,  including  his  brother  and  wanted  fugitive  Jonathan, 
and  his  on-again  off-again  fiancee  Elaine.  Despite  Mortimer's 
attempts  to  conceal  his  Aunts'  secret,  all  of  the  characters 
become  entangled  in  the  mess.

This  1 977  Tony  Award-winning  play  explores  the  lives  of  three 
separate  groups  of  people  faced  with  terminal  illnesses.  The  play 
follows  three  characters  and  those  close  to  them,  and  is  set  in 
their  three  cottages  on  the  grounds  of  a  hospital.  One  of  the  cot- 
tages is  the  setting  of  Joe's  story.  He  works  to  cope  with  his  disease 
and  reunites  with  his  wife,  Maggie,  and  their  son,  Steve.  Another 
cottage  is  inhabited  by  Brian,  a  cancer  patient,  and  his  boyfriend 
Mark. They  must  confront  an  unexpected  blast  from  Brian's  past: 
his  ex-wife  Beverly.  In  the  third  cottage,  Felicity,  who  is  old,  senile, 
and  confined  to  her  wheelchair,  and  her  daughter  Agnes  struggle 
with  the  insanity  that  threatens  to  overtake  Felicity.  Throughout 
the  play,  an  interviewer  asks  questions  that  provide  insight  into 
the  lives  of  the  characters.  The  Shadow  Box  is  a  moving  portrayal 
of  people  learning  to  live  with  the  time  they  have  left.

~he\fintal  '"results  of  this  season  were  nothing  short  of  heartbreaking, 
wtning^seemed  to  bounce;  our  results  mirrored  our  misfortune  more 
than  our  talents.  Halfway  through  the  season,  we  found  ourselves  at  a 
disappointing  3-6-3.  Desperately  trying  to  avoid  "force  city"  we  won  four 
of  our  last  five  games  to  qualify  for  the  tournament.

North  students  who  have  rowed  at  CRI  have  raced  in  the  country's 
most  prestigious  and  exciting  races:  Boston's  own  Head  of  the 
Charles  Regatta,  where  two  North  students  were  in  the  2006  win- 
ning boat,  the  US  Rowing  Youth  National  Championships,  where 
CRI  boats  have  placed  second,  third  and  fourth  in  recent  years,  the 
Northeast  Regional  Championships,  where  CRI  has  won  numer- 
ous times,  and  even  the  CanAmMex  games  in  Mexico  City.  CRI  is 
currently  in  the  process  of  building  a  brand-new  boathouse  on  the 
Charles  river,  so  this  is  an  extremely  exciting  time  to  get  involved 
with  the  CRI  community!
